You've stepped up
through a very difficult environment to care for your patients during the COVID-19
pandemic, and we are deeply appreciative of your passion to serve.

Dear Stakeholders,

As we approach another holiday season, we are in yet another surge: 1 in 62 Coloradans
are contagious. Ten thousand Coloradans have passed away due to COVID-19. Hospital
capacity has become a more serious issue than at any other point in the pandemic. Our
ICU beds are at 90% capacity or greater, and Colorado has begun implementing crisis
standards of care for staffing. Staffing is also a serious challenge across hospitals, nursing
homes, assisted living facilities, personal care, home care, and our behavioral health
providers. Our health care workers remain dedicated but exhausted.

What is particularly devastating is that this surge was preventable:more than 80% of
Coloradans hospitalized are unvaccinated. And unlike in the past, our children, young
adults, and people under the age of 50 have high case nhumbers, hospitalizations, and
even deaths. Vaccination is the best way to protect ourselves, our children, our
communities, and our health care workers. Unfortunately, our members continue to lag
behind the state in terms of vaccination rates.

Thank you for your continued hard work to vaccinate and mask-up to save lives.Thank
you for stepping up once again during this unprecedented chapter to go above and
beyond to care for our Health First Colorado and CHP+ members. I appreciate you, and I
am so thankful for your service.
